Council seeks 
legal guidance

HARLOW Council is taking 
legal advice on ways to 
tackle illegal traveller 
encampments in the town.

town. 

“We understand 
residents’ concerns and 
the frustration they are 
feeling regarding illegal 
encampments. We are 
doing all we can within the 
legal process to resolve the 
situation.”

Parents not told of 
academy decision 


SHOCKED parents said this week 
they had no idea their children’s 
primary school in Harlow was to 
become an academy until they read 
about it in the Star. 

As reported last week, Longwood 
Primary and Nursery in Paringdon 
Road, Latton Green Primary School 
in Riddings Lane and Abbotsweld 
Primary School in Partridge Road 
are set to become academies under 
NET Academies Trust. 

Yet parents at Latton Green said 
they knew nothing of the plans or 
that a decision had been made. 

“It was a complete shock,” said 
one, who asked not to be named. 
“Everyone is so upset; nobody knew. 

“What does it actually involve? 
Parents are asking what does it 
mean for their children? 

“It makes the school look incapa¬ 
ble of communicating with their 
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parents. I want to know how this is 
going to effect my children,” she 
added. 

The parents have since received a 
letter from the school explaining 
the situation and apologising for not 
informing them. 

A spokesman for Essex County 
Council said an increasing number 
of primary schools in Harlow have 
successfully converted to acade¬ 
mies. 

He said the Department of Educ¬ 
ation expected all schools judged 
inadequate by Ofsted to convert to 
an academy with an approved spon¬ 
sor. 

Both Longwood and Latton Green 
are in special measures while 


Ofsted inspectors said Abbotsweld 
required improvement. 

The spokesman said: “On May 30 
the IEB for each school received a let¬ 
ter from the Secretary of State that 
NET Academies Trust has been con¬ 
firmed as the approved sponsor for 
Longwood, Latton Green and 
Abbotsweld. 

“It is very early in the process and it 
is unfortunate that the news leaked 
before the school could inform par¬ 
ents formally. 

“A meeting will be arranged to pro¬ 
vide further information to parents 
about the conversion to academy 
with NET Academies Trust and the 
accountabilities of the trust to rapid¬ 
ly improve the quality of education in 
all three schools and to develop their 
role and offer something special to 
the children and young people in 
their communities.”

Changes will give eye patients 
an even better service at PAH 

SIR Following the story in last week’s Star 
(“Eye patients fear for quality of service”), 
we want to make absolutely clear that 
patients with age-related macular 
degeneration (AMD) have been, and will 
continue to be, treated close to home and 
by the Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS 
Trust’s own specialists. 

Moorfields Eye Hospital helped to set up 
this pioneering service in 2010. However, 
four years on we have grown our own 
expertise in the management of AMD and it 
is now a standard element of the service at 
the trust. 

Patients will also see further investment in 
our ophthalomolgy services from January 
2015. We are able to do this as the trust will 
no longer be paying Moorfields for a service 
which we are able to provide on our own. 

The story suggested that patients would 
not be getting the same level of treatment in 
the future when in fact the same team will 
continue to provide the care. 

We hope this reassures our patients that 
this change is positive and will in fact offer 
a better patient experience through 
investment in services.

Do expansion proposals signal 
the end of the Gibberd ideals? 

SIR The council’s draft 10-year plan for 
Harlow has options for nil growth to 20,000 
houses in that period. 

The continued expansion of Stansted 
Airport and new political decisions on the 
need for massive housebuilding 
programmes means that Harlow and its 
neighbours between here and Cambridge 
will see major developments over the next 
decade. 

The report makes numerous references to 
consultations/negotiations on boundary 
changes etc with neighbouring local 
councils. These could involve delays and 
unsatisfactory compromises. 

The strategic and economic development 
of the Mil corridor (M25 to Cambridge) 
needs an overall Government-appointed 
(and financed) development corporation or 
regional development agency to develop 
and implement the necessary decisions on 
infrastructure and settlement locations. 

Obviously the concerned local authorities 
would be represented on the new agency 
and would be expected to implement the 
agreed strategic plan. 

In the past decade district and county 
councils have lost, or outsourced, many of 
their services. It is, perhaps, an opportune 
time to bring together parks, libraries, 
highways and social services under one 
council. 

Some years ago the Government 
abandoned its proposals for more unitary 
councils for this area but it would be 
sensible to establish unitary councils to 
cover the Mil corridor. Perhaps two 
authorities - the first for a Stort Valley 
unitary council from the M25 to Saffron 
Walden and the second to cover Saffron 
Walden to Cambridge - which would 
democratically cover the proposed 
strategic/economic Mil corridor. 

By 2025 Harlow could have doubled in

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the densest occupied area of Harlow.

Anne ‘in shock’ 


by award of MBE 



A HARLOW paralympian has admitted 
she thought it was a joke when she 
opened a letter telling her she was to 
receive an MBE in the Queen’s Birthday 
Honours List. 

Anne Wafula-Strike, pictured right, of 
Willowfield, has been awarded the hon¬ 
our for her services to disability sport and 
charity. 

“I could not believe it; I still cannot 
believe it,” the mother-of-one told the 
Star this week. “I found out a month ago 
and I have had to keep it a secret which 
was so difficult. I had been trying to avoid 
people in case I told them. 

“I thought it was a joke when I started 
reading the letter. The envelope had Her 
Majesty on it and I was like ‘this is a joke’. 

You just do not expect anything like that 
to happen so when it happened I was just 
in shock.” 

Kenya-born Ms Wafula-Strike, who was 
struck down with polio at the age of two 
which left her paralysed below the waist, 
has competed in wheelchair racing since 
2002. Two years later she became the first 
person from east Africa to compete in the 
Paralympic Games. 

She has won three gold medals at British 
Disability Sports Events and made her GB 
debut at the 2006 Visa Paralympic World 
Cup. She also claimed three gold medals at the DSE 
Championships in Manchester. 

As well as racing, she works as a wheelchair coach 
with young disabled people in Harlow for All Ability 
and Leisure and has been a sporting champion for 
Sport England. 

In 2010 she launched the charity Disabled 
Empowerment Association, which aims to help 
people with a disability via educational opportuni¬ 
ties. She is also an ambassador for the British Polio 
Fellowship. 

“I do what I do because I enjoy it and I try to help 
charities as I am who I am because of charity work 
and of the opportunities I was given as a result,” 
she said. “I know that it makes a difference to 
somebody’s life. 

“My dad will be overjoyed with the news. He used 
to say to me ‘Anne, you just need to work hard, be 
passionate and you will die with kings and queens’. 

“I can’t believe it but the MBE is not just mine; it 
is for all the people I have worked with and for all 
the people that made it possible for me to support 
others. It is not just for me, it is for them.” 

Also named in the honours list is Philip Wright, 
from Harlow, who has been awarded a British 
Empire Medal. Mr Wright, a squadron warrant 
officer with the Wanstead and Woodford squadron 
of the Air Training Corps, has been honoured for 
his voluntary service.

Charity celebrates the work of carers 


AN inspirational dad, a caring lolli¬ 
pop lady and a community cham¬ 
pion have been recognised for their 
outstanding contribution to 
Harlow. 

The three residents were presented 
with Civic and Community Awards 
at Harlow Council’s annual council 
meeting on Thursday. 

The awards, which were presented 
by outgoing council chairman Linda 
Pailing, were given to fundraiser 
Sam Snelling, school crossing patrol 
officer Jane Chivrall and Rev Robert 
Findlay. 

Mr Snelling, 30, of Victoria Gate 
started fundraising almost two 
years ago after his son Ralph’s diffi¬ 
cult birth. Ralph, who is now a 
healthy toddler, spent six days at 
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Princess Alexandra Hospital’s neo¬ 
natal intensive care unit and Sam 
has been fundraising for the unit 
ever since. 

He has raised more than £8,000 
through marathons, quiz nights, 
curry evenings and inspiring other 
individuals to take part in challeng¬ 
es for the charity. 

Ms Chivrall has been the Potter 
Street crossing patrol for 25 years. In 
that time she has put a great deal of 
effort into improving and ensuring 
the safety of children and adults. 

This has included lobbying for 
vehicle activated signs (VAS). She 
has also obtained fluorescent jackets 


for children at the infant and junior 
schools with funding from Harlow 
Community Transport. 

Mr Findlay works hard as the town 
chaplain and leads Heart4 Harlow 
which aims to bring local communi¬ 
ties of all faiths together. 

He organises the Heart4Harlow 
festival each year, which celebrates 
Harlow and all t it has to offer, and he 
has also set up the Heart4Harlow 
Awards which recognise the contri¬ 
butions of organisations and people 
who have made a significant impact 
on the town. 

Cllr Pailing said: “I would like to 
thank Sam, Jane and Robert for their 
valuable contributions to the com¬ 
munity in Harlow and wish them 
well for the future.” 


CARERS in Harlow and Epping were 
treated to afternoon tea by the Carers 
Trust to mark a national week. 

There are currently more than 20,000 
carers supporting a family member or 
close friend in Harlow and Epping 
Forest. Local figures show one in eight 
adults are carers to the elderly and frail 
or to children or adults living with a 
long-term illness, disability or health 
condition. 

A recent YouGov poll found that more 
than two thirds of adults surveyed did 
not believe it likely they would find 
themselves as carers in the future 
despite three in five adults becoming 


carers at some point in their lives. 

More than half of the carers surveyed 
in the same poll said they were 
struggling behind closed doors and were 
not receiving enough support. 

Kathy Verges, Chief Executive of 
Carers Trust Epping Forest, Harlow, 
Havering and Redbridge, said: “These 
findings show the importance of 
continuing to raise awareness of the 
realities and challenges of caring - 
particularly to those with long-term 
health conditions and disabilities. 

“Carers need support and a regular 
break from their caring role and that is 
the ethos and aim of our charity.”

New chairman expresses his 
hope for a quiet year in office 


Conservatives hope 
to be a ‘critical ear’ 
in council chamber 

CONSERVATIVE councillor 
Andrew lohnson has been 
re-elected leader of the 
opposition group on Harlow 
Council. 

Cllr lohnson, who 
represents Church Langley 
ward, will be supported by 
Cllrloel Charles, 28, who 
represents Old Harlow, as 
deputy leader. 

“I am very proud and 
honoured to be re-elected 
as leader of Harlow 
Conservatives,” said Cllr 
lohnson. 

The 37-year-old said the 
Tories planned to be the 
“critical ear in the chamber” 
by identifying where the 
Labour-run council was 
“getting things wrong but 
supporting where they get 
things right” 

He added: “We will be 
carefully watching their 
plans for council tax and 
fighting against further 
rises. 

“We will also be paying 
special attention to the 
discretionary services like 
The Playhouse, paddling 
pools and Pets’ Corner 
because we fear the Labour 
Party don’t have a long-term 
plan. I would hate to see the 
Labour Party close them.” 

Cllr lohnson says he hoped 
the young leadership team 
will bring “lots of energy 
and enthusiasm to the 
table”. 


LABOUR councillor Ian Beckett 
has taken the chains of office 
after being appointed as the new 
chairman of Harlow Council. 

Cllr Beckett, who takes over 
from Cllr Linda Pailing, was 
elected to the post at Thursday’s 
annual council meeting. He will 
be supported by Conservative 
councillor Tony Hall as vice- 
chairman. 

In his acceptance speech, Cllr 
Beckett said his theme for the 
year would be legacy and he 
would focus on social 
repsonsibility, youth citizenship 
and cultural heritage. 

“Our legacy for the town is laid 
down by what we do and the 
things that we decide,” he told 
councillors. “Our legacy is also 
reflected in our behaviour.” 

He noted the improvement in 
the standard of debate and the 


manner in which councillors 
were conducting themselves in 
the chamber. 

“We ask the public to follow 
the rules and be respectful,” he 
added. “When the youth 
councillors come to visit us, they 
will do they look to us to provide 
a positive example that they 
might choose to follow.” 

Cllr Beckett will support three 
charities - No Child Without, The 
Chocolate Run and The Gibberd 
Garden. His first fundraising 
event will be a family onesie 
walk from Passmores School to 
Harlow Museum on Saturday, 
July 12. 

He said that a good chairman is 
“seldom heard from” and added: 
“If you work with me to achieve 
what I set out this should be the 
longest that you will hear from 
me until this time next year.”

FOR former Harlow Council leader Mark 
Wilkinson, the past two years has been a turbu¬ 
lent period of ups and down with budgets 
slashed and a tragedy that rocked the town. 

But Cllr Wilkinson, who stepped down as leader 
on Thursday, said he is proud to have been able to 
serve the town where he was born. 

Cllr Wilkinson has been Labour group leader 
for six years and leader of the council since May 
2012 . 

The father-of two told the Star that he is now 
looking forward to spending more time with his 
family - and specifically eating dinner with 
them. 

“Being leader has taken its toll and I think it’s 
the right time to move on,” he said. “I’m looking 
forward to spending more time with my wife and 
two beautiful daughters.” 

The 52-year-old, who has worked for the same 
company in Harlow since leaving school, said 
two days in particular during his time as leader 
stick in his memory. 

“They are really different days from different 
ends of the spectrum,” he said. “The first is when 
the Olympic Torch came through Harlow. I was 
proud to be leader on that day. The sun shone for 
Harlow that day. 

“Then there were the funerals of the Shakoor 
family [victims of the Barn Mead house fire in 
2012] which was the saddest of my life. It was a 
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sad day in the history of Harlow and a day I will 
never forget. 

“I was in tears to see those coffins, five of them 
very small.” 

Other moments included the authority becom¬ 
ing a living wage council and the creation of the 
Harlow Enterprise Zone. But it hasn’t been an 
easy ride for Cllr Wilkinson, who has faced some 
challenging decisions to balance the budget. 

He said: “It’s been tremendously difficult 
because we’ve been faced with ongoing cuts 
from Government. It’s been really hard and chal¬ 
lenging but I’m pleased to have keep things going 
[Pets’ Corner, The Playhouse and paddling pools] 
as they’re things people really 
value. I found that really 
challenging.” 

Cllr Wilkinson, pictured 
right, will continue to serve 
as a councillor for the 
Harlow Common ward. Cllr 
Ion Clempner has been 
named as his successor as 
council leader with Cllr 
Tony Durcan the new 
deputy.

HARLOW has become one of the first 
towns to benefit from the Superfast 
Essex broadband programme. 

A ‘live’ fibre broadband cabinet 
was unveiled in River Way on 
Thursday. It was one of three 
ceremonies - the other two were 
held in Colchester and Braintree - to 
mark the progress in rolling out 
faster broadband across the county. 

Homes and businesses located 
within the Harlow Enterprise Zone 
will be among the first to benefit 
from the programme. 

Among those who attended the 
launch were representatives from 
Harlow Council, Essex County 
Council, Harlow Enterprise Zone, the 
Federation of Small Businesses, 
Harlow Chamber of Commerce, BT 
and local businesses. 

Kevin Bentley, deputy leader of 
Essex County Council and cabinet 
member for economic growth and 
infrastructure, described it as a 
“great day” for the Harlow Enterprise 
Zone. 

“Businesses and residents do a lot 
online and support the economy in 


doing so,” he said. “It is important 
that they have the correct speeds.” 

Greg Clark, chairman of the Harlow 
Enterprise Zone Board, added: 
“Providing access to high quality 
broadband services is one of the 
central promises to business of the 
HEZ. This new service in 
Templefields will help existing 
businesses to grow and will also 
help us to attract new businesses to 
the zone, bringing new jobs to 
Harlow.” 

Superfast Essex is a £24.6m 
programme to deliver the county’s 
biggest ever broadband 
transformation. ECC is spearheading 
the programme in partnership with 
BT to make fibre broadband available 
to more than 87 per cent of homes 
and businesses by the end of 
summer 2016. 

BT regional director Annette Thorpe 
said: “Fibre means higher speeds 
and businesses can work faster and 
have more reliable connections. One 
business which now uses fibre said 
it has saved up to half-an-hour each 
day as a result.” 


Countywide campaign to tackle domestic 
abuse gains support from around the world 


A CAMPAIGN against domestic 
abuse launched by Essex Police 
and Essex County Council has 
gone international thanks to social 
media. 

In its first five days of the 
‘Standing Together’ initiative more 
than four million people have 
been made aware of the campaign 
via Twitter, Facebook and other 
online and social media channels. 

Views of the domestic abuse 
pages on the Essex Police website 
have increased by 710 per cent in 
just four-and-a-half days.

Wenman’s flat was on fire.” 

It took the firefighers half-an-hour 
to extinguish the blaze in Wenman’s 
bedroom. 

The jury was told Wenman had left 
her home through a window and had 
gone to a friend’s. When police arrest¬ 
ed her there she did not ask any ques¬ 
tions about the fire or damage to her 
home, but denied she had started it. 

Ms Gardiner added: “We say 
nobody else could have got in [to the 
maisonette] in that timeline and set 
fire to that property and nobody else 
would have wanted to.” 

Giving evidence, neighbour Kerry 
Roche said that within a week of 
moving in to the property Wenman 
said she did not like living there 
because she did not get on with one of 
the neighbours. 

The court also heard Wenman had 
told a friend the area was worse than 
the estate on the TV show Shameless. 

The jury was told two fires were 
started in the bedroom where there 
were burn marks on the floorboards 
and skirting board. 

Although the blaze did not spread 
from the bedroom there was smoke 
and heat damage in other rooms on 
the same floor. 

Wenman was cleared of arson with 
intent to endanger life but found 
guilty of an alternative charge of 
arson being reckless as to whether 
life is endangered. 

She denied both offences

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Paedophile pensioner 
jailed for raping girls 

A PAEDOPHILE pensioner who raped three 
young girls more than 15 year ago has been 
jailed for 18 years. 

Christakis Christodoulou, 72, carried out 
the attacks at his former home in 
Dagenham while his partner was out. The 
victims were aged between seven and 15. 

During the trial at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court one of the victims told the jury she 
was having difficulties at home and saw 
Christodoulou’s address as a place of safety, 
but one night she realised he had been 
spying on her as she lay in bed. 

Christodoulou, of Temple Mead, Roydon, 
then raped her and the abuse continued 
until shortly before her 16th birthday. 

He sexually assaulted the second victim 
until she started going to secondary school 
and felt able to resist him, the court heard. 
The final victim was just seven or eight 
when the abuse began and continued until 
the late 1980s. 

Christodoulou was arrested in 2012 after 
one of his victims came forward. When 
interviewed by police he denied having sex 
with any of the girls and said he could not 
think of a reason they would make it up. He 
said he had not seen any of the girls since 
2000. 

jailing the pensioner on Friday, judge 
David Radford said: ‘There’s no doubt in my 
mind that you caused [your victims] misery 
and psychological harm. 

“A number of offences were committed 
when you were on bail waiting to be dealt 
with for other sexual abuse offences. Your 
three victims have had to relive their ordeal 
by giving evidence at your trial.” 

Christodoulou was found guilty of three 
counts of rape, two counts of indecency 
with a child and six counts of indecent 
assault. 

He will be subject to a sexual offences 
prevention order if he is released on license 
and will not be allowed to be alone with 
any girls under the age of 16. 


Hospital trust's finances 
plunge into red by £ 16 m

THE Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS 
Trust has plunged more than £16m into 
the red, according to figures obtained by 
the Labour Party. 

Labour claims the figures prove the 
Government has “lost its grip” on NHS 
finances. 

The analysis, compiled by Labour based 
on figures from Monitor, the Trust 
Development Authority and the House of 
Commons library, shows the PAH trust 
racked up a deficit of £16.5m in the finan¬ 
cial year 2013/14. 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s parliamentary 
candidate for Harlow, said: “David 
Cameron and Robert Halfon promised 
they would protect the NHS. Instead, their 
disastrous reorganisation has thrown the 
NHS into chaos and put patient safety in 
Harlow at risk. 

“Patient care is going backwards as more 
people are forced to wait longer in A&E, 
cancelled operations are at their highest 
for a decade and waits for vital cancer 
tests and treatments are increasing. 

“The Government has also lost grip of 
the NHS’s finances. Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust is reporting a deficit 
for the first time in years, putting patient 
care at even greater risk in future. The fact 
that ministers have to put more money in 
to tackle a summer crisis in A&E, and the 
growing backlog of operations, shows how 
desperate the situation now is.” 

But Mr Halfon said the reasons for the 
deficit were “incredibly complex”, with 
factors including an ageing population,

difficulties in recruiting and the cost of 
agency staff, and an increase in the num¬ 
ber of emergency cases. 

“However, the hospital has a plan to 
reduce the deficit over the next three 
years and is working closely with the clin¬ 
ical commissioning group to make this 
possible,” he told the Star. 

“I have had discussions with the 
Government and acting chief executive of 
the trust and hope to meet the chairman 
next week. We should work together to do 
what we can to help the hospital achieve 
the planned deficit reduction in the next 
three years.” 

Trevor Smith, the trust’s director of 
finance, said: “The trust recorded a deficit 
of £16.5m in 2013/14, in line with its finan¬ 
cial plan for the year. 

“It is working hard to reduce the deficit 
through a clinically led transformation 
programme, redesigning services to 
improve our delivery and efficiency. 

“This transformation does not mean 
that the quality of care will be reduced. 
On the contrary, our plans will build upon 
the achievements of last year, ensuring 
accessibility to services and high quality 
care is at the forefront of the trust’s com¬ 
mitments to local people. 

“Despite the financial challenges the 
plan includes significant investment in 
the recruitment of more nurses to deliver 
care to patients.”

It’s time this tax on 
the sick is scrapped 


O NE of the many issues that often crops up 
in my postbag is complaints about hospital 
car parking, with cost being the most common 
concern. Given this, I recently decided to 
launch an investigation into what hospitals 
were charging up and down the country. 

The results are shocking. Across England, 
three-quarters of NHS carparks charge 
patients and their families to park in their car 
parks, with some hospitals charging as much 
as £4 per hour. In Harlow, PAH charges £3 for 
the first two hours of parking - a lot of money 
for those visiting their loved ones when they 
are often at their most vulnerable. 

This is a tax on the sick as it is often essential 
for people to use their cars to drive to hospital. 
As one charity points out, cancer patients are 
usually unable to use public transport due to 
having a weakened immune system. 

Furthermore, evidence suggests that patients 
who have visitors get better quicker. And it 
isn’t just patients who are affected. A common 
problem that affects many Harlow residents 
who live near the hospital is that hospital users 
often park on their roads, resulting in it being 
difficult for them to park. 

I believe that we should follow the examples 
of Scotland and Wales and scrap hospital car 
parking fees. This would cost £200m but the 
money could be raised by using more generic 
drugs rather than their more expensive 
alternatives. 

It is important that any free parking is not 
abused but this could be achieved by using a 
token system which many hospitals around 
the country already use. 

This would help millions of people at a time 
when they should not be facing further

expense. I have raised this issue in Parliament 
and I will also be starting a petition calling for 
parking charges in hospitals to be scrapped. 

T HE recent local elections were a mini 
political earthquake in Harlow as we have 
five new councillors from an entirely different 
political party. 

I congratulate all of the councillors who are 
newly elected - whether they be Conservative, 
Labour or UKIP - as well as the hardworking 
councillors who were re-elected. 

As the town’s MP, I think it is incredibly 
important to listen to everyone who voted in 
different ways. I will be sending out surveys 
and speaking to residents during my regular 
surgeries, stalls in the town centre and my 
‘Rob in the Pub’ meetings. 

One thing is for sure: no political party can 
take anyone for granted.

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How to check out your entitlements 
under council tax reduction scheme 


I N April 2013 council tax benefit 
was replaced by the council tax 
reduction scheme (council tax 
support). 

Whilst council tax benefit was a 
national benefit, council tax 
support is a localised scheme with 
each local authority (council) 
responsible for devising its own 
rules subject to some laid down by 
the Government. 

Pensioners are protected under 
the new scheme so they should not 
be disadvantaged by the changes. 

Because the Government has 
reduced the amount of money it 
gives to local authorities to help 
meet the cost of council tax 
support, councils have had to 
decide whether or not to pass on 
some or all of this reduction to 
claimants. 

As such, different councils have 
different schemes and where you 
live is a very important factor on 
how much council tax you have to 
pay. In Harlow, a person's council 
tax liability is reduced by 24 per 
cent for the purposes of calculating 
council tax support. This reduction 
is higher than many authorities. 

For example, a couple on income - 
based Jobseekers Allowance 
totalling £113.70 per week living in 
a property in council tax band C 
with a council tax bill of £1,383.62 
per year will get a maximum 
amount of council tax support of 
£1051.55 per year and will be

expected to pay £6.38 per week in 
council tax. 

Prior to the introduction of 
council tax support they would not 
have paid council tax at all. They 
may also be subject to an under 
occupancy charge (bedroom tax). 

This cut has been very difficult for 
claimants on low incomes. Harlow 
Council has a limited fund to assist 
those who are struggling. To apply 
for an exceptional hardship 
payment to help meet the cost of 
council tax you will need to pick up 
a form from Contact Harlow or 
download one from the council's 
website at www.harlow.gov.uk. 

It is important to consider 
whether you may be entitled to 
further discounts or reductions to 
reduce your council tax liability. 
For example, the 25 per cent 
discount which applies when there 
is only one adult occupant or the 
discounts that apply when another 
adult or adults in the property are 
not counted as occupying the 
property. 

There are also reductions 
available due to disability and 
property exemptions in certain 
circumstances. 

Further information on the 
discounts and exemptions 
available can also be viewed on the 
council website.

A GRANDFATHER who has

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Flowering plants 
are heaven scent 


WHEN I open my patio doors and breathe in 
the delicious scent of my neighbour's mock 
orange, with its pretty white flowers cascading 
conveniently over my garden fence, I know that 
summer is really here. 

The delicious smell of this flowering shrub may 
only last a couple of weeks but for me it's one 
of the most memorable events of summer and 
there are varieties to suit most gardens, from 
the golden mock orange Philadelphus coronarius 
'Aureus', which can be used to light up the 
back of a mixed border, to the more compact P. 
'Manteau d'Hermine', which grows to just 75cm 
(30in), bearing masses of heady cream flowers 
and ideally planted next to a seating area in a 
sheltered spot where people can enjoy its scent to 
the full. 

Of course, on the patio you are spoiled for 
choice with scented plants. Those which will grow 
happily in containers include night-scented stocks, 
clove-scented pinks and scented pelargoniums in 
the Fragrans Group, which have leaves with the 
aroma of lemon, orange and mint. 

Herbs too will provide you with scent as well as 
flavour, including lemon verbena, Eau de Cologne 
mint (Mentha x piperita f. citrata), lemon thyme 
and fragrant rosemary. All these need to be 
touched to release their fragrance. 

Sweet peas will also grow happily in a pot, 
trained up a wigwam, to give you not only 
fragrance but plenty of colour as well. Cut the 
flowers regularly and put a bunch on your patio 
table or even indoors if you want the scent inside 
as well. Cutting is essential with sweet peas if 
you want more flowers to appear throughout the

season, as, if you don't cut them, the flowers will 
form bean-like pods, which send a message to the 
plant that flowering is over. 

If you're after low-maintenance scent, pots of 
lavender will provide you with plenty of fragrance 
as well as attracting bees, and just need shearing 
to keep neat immediately after flowering. 

However, keep heavier scents such as lavender 
separate from other scented plants as otherwise it 
will dominate the group. 

Plants whose scents will blend together 
beautifully in the border include lilies, phlox, 
sweet Williams, nicotiana (tobacco plant), sweet 
peas and nepeta (catmint). 

For optimum fragrance, go for old-fashioned 
varieties of nicotiana, such as N. alata, which folds 
up its petals during the day and comes to life only 
at night. Modern dwarf varieties may look better 
but they don't have as much scent. 

Similarly, I prefer old-fashioned roses which are 
in a bed, as I've never found that patio roses give 
as much scent-wise. Among my favourite roses 
for the border is the David Austin English shrub 
rose, Rosa 'Gertrude Jekyll', which bears stunning 
large, rosette-shaped pink flowers and has an 
outstanding perfume, as well as strong stems and 
a neat, compact shape with flowers produced 
throughout summer. It can be grown as a climber, 
reaching a height of around 8ft, and will do well 
combined with clematis. 

Of course, there's also a plethora of scented 
climbers which are ideal for positioning near a

door or pathway, or close to opening windows 
where their fragrance can be enjoyed from inside 
too. 

Obvious choices include scented honeysuckles, 
climbing roses and common white jasmine 
(Jasminum officinale), which can reach 8m (26ft) 
and produces clusters of simple, white trumpet¬ 


shaped flowers from early summer to autumn if 
planted in well-drained soil in a warm, sheltered 
spot, ideally on a south-facing wall. 

With just some of these choices, hopefully you'll 
be able to fling open your patio doors and inhale 
the scent of summer, day or night, come rain or 
shine.

Frankie's fairy godfather (with the emphasis on 
godfather), the teenager pursues his musical 
ambitions by changing his surname to Valli and 
joining Tommy's band. 

They recruit singer-songwriter Bob Gaudio 
(Erich Bergen) alongside bassist Nick Massi 
(Michael Lomenda) and The Four Seasons are 
born. Talented lyricist Bob Crewe (Mike Doyle) 
ushers the boys onto the stairway to stardom 
but Tommy's mounting debts create friction and 
threaten to tear the band apart. 

Jersey Boys employs a similar narrative device to 
the stage production, allowing different members 
of the band to address the camera as their rags to 

^ _ 


riches story unfolds. 

However, these languidly shot renditions lack the 
electrical charge of live performance and it's only 
in the film's closing act, and during the end credits, 
that there is any danger of audiences leaping out 
of their seats and shimmying down aisles. 

Vocal performances are note perfect and there 
are some delightful comical interludes involving 
Doyle and Walken, the latter easing into his 
gangster groove with a twinkle in the eye. 

The running time may be virtually the same as its 
theatrical counterpart, but Eastwood's film feels 
pedestrian and emotional subplots - including 
Frankie's fractious relationship with his wife Mary 
(Renee Marino) and daughter Francine - feel 
undernourished. 

The period is, however, beautifully evoked 
though costumes and faultless art direction.

THE European Commission 
has added its voice to 
warnings that Britain’s 
housing market is posing a 
threat to the UK’s 
economic stability. 

It’s no surprise when you 
look at the facts. According 
to data from Nationwide 
UK, house price increases 
accelerated to 11.1 per 
cent last month, a figure 
that simply added fuel to 
the debate over whether a 
bubble is developing in the 
market. 

The EU executive wants 
George Osborne to calm 
the capital’s housing 
market by reining in the 
Help to Buy scheme and 
increasing council tax on 
more expensive properties. 

It’s not just the European 
Commission that is putting 
the pressure on the 
Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Local estate 
agency Haart has stressed 
that the Government must 
now do more to tackle the 
chronic shortage of homes 
for sale, helping second- 
movers in particular. 

Recent Treasury figures 
have shown that some 80 
per cent of the 7,000 plus 
Help to Buy loans granted 
in the scheme’s first six 
months went to first-time 
buyers. Most were outside 
of London and 38 per cent 
of the loans were for 
terraced houses. 

Shawn Meakins, senior 
branch manager at Haart in 
Harlow, said: “Help to Buy 
has done a lot to foster the 
much-needed feelgood 
factor but it hasn’t solved 
the chronic problem of too 
few properties for sale, 
especially for buyers 
wanting to move up the 
property ladder. 

“We typically have dozens 
of would-be buyers for 
every one property for sale 
on our books. 

“Only by allowing more 
homes to be built and 
reforming stamp duty will 
shortages ease. Stamp 
duty is punishing to buyers, 
especially when a house 
moves into a higher tax 
band which is applied to 
the whole price. 

“We want to see either a 
stamp duty holiday or 
lifting the £125,000 tax 
threshold to help.”

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Playing the numbers game 


BMW 4 Series Coupe 

£29,420-£59,135 on the road 

T HE number may have changed but the 4 
Series’ recipe for success is largely the same 
as the 3 Series Coupes that preceded it. This 
time round, the 4 has been on a weight loss 
plan and features a lower centre of gravity, but 
otherwise you know what to expect. 

There is a certain Teutonic rectitude in BMW 
giving the saloons and estates in its range odd 
numbers and the coupes and convertibles 
even ones, but calling this car a 4 Series isn’t 
going to come easy to most car fans. 

Ever since BMW’s F30 generation 3 Series 
saloon made landfall in early 2012, we knew 
this two-door model was going to subtly 
diverge from its progenitor in the way that it 
was marketed, but is there a great deal of 
difference in the way it’s been built? 

The oily bits are, somewhat predictably, 
shared with the 3 Series as it would be cost 
prohibitive to do anything otherwise. Diesel- 
wise this means a choice of three engines but 
should you prefer a petrol engine, there’s also a 
base 420i model with a 184bhp turbocharged 
2.0-litre four cylinder powerplant that’s 
offered in rear wheel drive and xDrive 4WD 
guises. 

The same engine is uprated to 242bhp in the 
428i. For a six cylinder motor you’ll require the 
range-topping 435i coupe, powered by a 
turbocharged 3.0-litre six-cylinder petrol 
engine that delivers some 302bhp. Top of the 
range is the twin turbo six cylinder 431bhp M4 
super-coupe. 

The xDrive 4WD models are making up an 
increasing share of the product mix. The 
suspension is a modified version of the 3 
Series’ largely aluminium setup, this time with 
adjustable dampers. Additional bracing helps 
it achieve a torsional rigidity figure some 60 
per cent better than the E92 3 Series Coupe. 

The cabin holds no great surprises if you’re 
familiar with the 3 Series’ architecture. You sit 
19mm lower but you’re not going to need 
re-training when it comes to operating the 



dash controls or the infotainment system. 
There’s a robotised arm for the front seatbelts 
and the door cards and seats are 4 Series- 
specific. The rear retains individual seats with 
a divider down the middle, which means the 4 
Series is a strict four-seater. 

The entry-level variant gets leather heated 
seats, xenon headlamps, LED rear lights and a 
parking radar, as well as climate control. 
Satellite navigation is standard on most 
versions but the adaptive dampers are a box 
you might want to tick on the options list as 
well as the sport steering. 

The 4 Series may be predictably pricey to buy 
but it’s surprisingly affordable to run. BMW’s 
EfficientDynamics technology is standard 
across the range, helping the cars achieve 
economy and emissions levels that belie the 
kind of performance that’s on offer. The latest 
car looks a very strong contender with ultra- 
competitive economy and emissions figures 
right across the board 

You might think that in moving to the 4 
Series badge BMW could have been a little 
more adventurous in distancing this car from 
the 3 Series coupes that preceded it. After all, 
although they ride on similar platforms, the 5 
and 6 Series models are clearly very different 
in look and feel. 

The thing is, this is a formula that clearly 
works. Sales figures have clearly demonstrated 
that there’s a template and to deviate from it 
would be to risk wringing the neck of a goose 
that’s laid a tonne of golden eggs. 


BMW M3 

£56,175 on the road 


T HE latest generation BMW M3 ups the ante 
in a number of regards. It’s quicker, cleverer, 
better looking, offers better value and more 
equipment. You even get the option of a manual 
gearbox. 

Offered solely in saloon guise (for the coupe 
version you’ll need the M4 model), it even returns 
to the classic straight-six engine configuration. 
What’s not to like? 

There has been some revisionist history 
surrounding the M3, though. Many remember 
the original car as being some sort of pure-bred 
racing machine, yet the myth of the M3 being a 
stripped-out racer for the road endures and BMW 
has been beaten over the head with it upon every 
subsequent M3 launch. 

The latest car is an M3 through and through. 

It’s fast, capable, hugely exciting, reasonably 
practical, wholly desirable and a model that 
reflects the politics of its times. 

Enthusiasts will exult at the fact this latest M3 
is offered as standard with a six-speed manual 
transmission. It’ll even throw in throttle blips on 
downshifts, too. There is a seven-speed dual 
clutch box available as an option and it’s sure to 
be popular, but for the hardcore, there’s no 
substitute for three pedals and a stick. 

The engine is a lugger, too. Where the V8 in the 
previous M3 had to be led by the nose to 
3,900rpm where it made most of its torque, this 


twin turbo 3.0-litre straight-six is doing its best 
work from just l,800rpm, offering it a huge 
advantage in real world driveability. 

Unlike the last generation of M3 where the 
coupe model got the sexy carbon fibre roof and 
the saloon had to make do with metalwork up 
top, this time the M3 four-door gets the CFRP 
roof treatment. This brings weight-savings of 
5kgs and lowers the vehicle’s centre of gravity. 

Although the four-door body will never have 
quite the sleekness of the long-doored coupe 
shape, BMW’s stylists have done a very good job 
here and you might need to double-take to check 
whether it was an M3 or an M4 that had just 
blown by. 

The interior is beautifully executed, with front 
seats that take inspiration from the bucket seats 
fitted in racing cars, and feature a full-size 
single-piece back panel. There’s electric 
adjustment and heating as standard, while the 
upholstery is segmented and has some lovely 
stitching and perforation details. 

BMW has made great strides in improving the 
M3's economy. This current F80 generation M3 
develops a massive 431PS yet can see 34mpg and 
194g/km when fitted with the twin-clutch 
transmission. 

It’s tempting to think of this car as a 
retrenchment, that it might be an M3 that has 
dialled back the extremity of its predecessor. 
While the straight-six twin-turbo engine doesn’t 
deliver quite the aural dynamics of its eight- 
cylinder normally-aspirated predecessor, that’s a 
small price to pay for a car that’s just flat-out 
faster. Faster and more talented in corners too, 
thanks to a better chassis and less weight to lug. 
And better equipped and better value. 

BMW has moved adeptly with the times with 
this model and should be rewarded for doing so. 
The company is interested in building 
performance cars for a real and rapidly changing 
motoring environment and that’s what it’s done 
with this M3. 

It has embraced efficiency improvements while 
still offering old-school interaction - via three 
pedals and a stick should you want it. It’s a very 
smart blend of the traditional and the modern 
and looks to move the game on by quite some 
margin.

RICHARD Chiassaro is hitting 
the best form of his career as he 
gears up for this summer’s IPC 
European Championships in 
Swansea. 

The 32-year-old Harlow Athletic 
Club member is now firmly estab¬ 
lished in the top six in the world 
in the T54 disability category for 
100 metres, 200m and 400m. 

It is a very different story to two 
years ago when Chiassaro, of 
Seymours in Harlow, was left 
heartbroken when he was left out 
of the Great Britain squad for the 
2012 London Paralympics. 

Back then Chiassaro was 
deemed ‘not medal potential’ as 
the British Paralympic 
Association opted to only put ath¬ 
letes into events which they felt 
they had a great chance of win¬ 
ning a medal in. 

Fast forward two years and it is a 
very different story. 

Former Mark Hall School stu¬ 
dent Chiassaro is only just losing 
out to the top three wheelchair 
sprint athletes in the world - 
Dutchman Kenny van Weeghel, 
Leo Pekka Tahti and Marc Schuh. 

But he has got this gap down to 
two-hundreths of a second and is 
convinced he can snatch a medal 
in the 2016 Paralympics in Rio de 
Janeiro. 

“I was within touching distance 
of them [van Weeghel, Tahti and 
Schuh] halfway down the 
straight. I am more confident 
than I used to be. I used to get 
very nervous. My times are so 
high at the moment, with a couple 
more years’ training there is no 
reason why I cannot win a medal 
[at the 2016 Paralympics].” 

He will head into the IPC 
Europeans, starting on August 18 
at Swansea University, with a 
huge chance of medal success in 
the 100m, 200m and 400m. 

Around 600 athletes from 40 
countries will compete in the 
event from August 18-23. 

It will be the first major interna¬ 


tional multi-day para-athletics 
event to be held in Great Britain 
since the 2012 Paralympic Games. 

Chiassaro regularly attends 
invitation-only events where he 
faces the world’s best athletes and 
the next one is in Finland. 

Closer to home Chiassaro was in 
action last weekend at a British 
Wheelchair Athletic Association 
Grand Prix at Stoke Mandeville. 

Chiassaro has noticed a massive 
difference since GB wheelchair 
coach Jenny Banks started coach¬ 
ing him eight months ago. 


“I changed my coach and it has 
worked really well for me. She has 
helped a lot with my recovery 
time,” Chiassaro said. 

Chiassaro is hoping to build on 
his strong performances at the 
IPC Grand Prix in Switzerland a 
fortnight ago, when he recorded 
new personal best times in the 
100m, 200m and 400m. 

His time in the 100m in 
Switzerland recently would have 
handed him fifth place in the 
Paralympics final two years ago, 
and he knows he is much faster 


and fitter now having worked 
hard on his stamina at Mark Hall 
Sportscentre in the last two years. 

“Kenny [van Weeghel] is the 
number one in the 200m and Leo 
[Tahti] is number one in the 
100m. They are so close to each 
other. Improving my times now is 
quite hard, because they are so 
fast. But I can’t see why I can’t get 
down to those times [set by van 
Weeghel, Tahti and Schuh]. 

“My favourite event is the 100m, 
but my coach says I am best in the 
400m.”

HARLOW golfer Gabriella Cowley has been 
named in the England side that will challenge 
for medals at the European Ladies’ Team 
Championships next month. 

The 18-year-old is among three Curtis Cup 
players named in the side, the others being 
Bronte Law and Charlotte Thomas.
